Discussion 


During the discussion on the policy statement Defense# for the first time# 
raised a question on support for paragraph 23# noting that they had intended to 
bring it up at the EDAC meeting (M--62) 0 The Defense member indicated that 
his Department could not agree to the proposal for the addition of paragraph 23. 


The EC Chairman in reply pointed out that the Courses of Action covered a 
wide range of U. S. policy applicable in the field of economic defense. There was 
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a need a therefore, to delimit the area for Battle Act application with respect to 
the lists involved. Paragraph 23 relates to those lists. Upon approval of this 
policy by the NSC, the Battle Act administrator will still expect that each EDAC 
member could, at any time, recommend that items be added, deleted, or changed 
on those lists.
